I TITUS LECTURES

1 THE GERM CELL

The sejond lecture of the series on
the subjects of Genetics and Eugen- -

lies was given by Dr Titus of the
Agricultural college on Saturdu
night at the High school. A large
audience wa present and tho force- -

ful manner In which the speaker ex
plained tbe second phase of the main
subjects. The Germ Cell, the Car-
rier of Character" kept them well In
terested Dr Titus said In part

The cell Is the gmalest unit of
life. The body Is a collection of
cells built around the germ cells The
germ cells reproduce tho animal or
tho plant and the body cells feed and
take euro of thorn. In the progrc
of life, the germ cells are soon Bet
aside, and do not change further
until the necessary structures foi
their further development are pre-
pared by the body cell3.

Both body and germ cell6 are much
alike, both containing a nucleus
which. In Its turn, contains the ma- -

terlals which are necessary for the
maintenance of life The colli malt
ply In several ways some-- by simple
division which means that one cell
separates and makes two. and som
by budding, when the parent cell
maintains the bud for a time and it
then becomes detached and forms
the beginning of a new animal.

The germ cells, however, develop
somnwlioi differently. Threads or
bodies called chromosemes, are
found In the nucleus, these are the
carrier of the particular por'lon of
character which is produced by that
particular cell. They pass through
a complicated process that reduces
tbom one half. This, in the female
forms a single ova, but In tho male
four spormatoza are formed. The
uniting of a sperm and an ova, forma
again the original member In the
cell, which again begins to develop,
Each carries the same amount of
hereditary material, but the dements
of character possessed by each mt
be entirely different This different
may result in a combination that
may be unknown to that particular
species

The next lecture will treat on the
effects of the germ cells on hered-
ity.
